MAKES DARING ATTEMPT
TO ESCAPE FROM CUSTODY

Revolvers Used as Clubs After
They Jam—Prisoner
Under Sentence

Reading. Pa.. Sept. T.—TLewis CO.
Edwardl:. twenty-seven years old, the |
Philadelphia auto bandit who confessed
to stealing more than 200 cars during
the last two years, and who was sen-
tenced to from four to five years at hard
labor in the Fastern Penitentlary by
Judge Wagner, of the Berka County
court, on Tuesday, made a daring at-
tempt to break jall here earlf today.

\'&m a guard, George A. Bebh
kopf. charged the locks on the door
of Tdwards' cell, the laiter pointed
n rurom; ‘:h hlm;:l Y Throw up your
hands,'" he shouted.

Sechoellkopf replied by banging the
wooden door into the man's face, Ed-
wards then fired five shots, of
which pierced the door. Schoellkopt,
unarmed at the time, ran to the prison
office, fifty feet distant, for /his re-

volver,

¥dwards, slipping his hand through
the iron grating of the inner cell door,
slipped back the heavy bolt. The two
men met in the prison corridor, and
x terrific battle followsd. When both
weapons jammed ofter several shots

| had begn fired, tha revolvers were used
'as club':. Edwards was shot through

the right hand. Schoellkopf eseca
bullet wounds, but was severely bum
over the head with the butt of Ed-
waord's revolver.

In the course of the fight Edwards
secured the keys from the guard snd
made a rush to the door. He selected
the wrong key and before he was able
to got the proper one Behoelkopf was
ngain oh him, beating him over the
head with a blackjack. Edwards finally
eried *'I've got enough!’'’ threw fip his
hands and walked quletly back to his
cell,

A warrant was served on Hdwards
immedijately after the fight and ha was
given a hearing later on the charge
of ravated assault and battery with
intent to kill and attempted »cag,e from
prison. He refused to waive a hearing
tor rle_ad ilty. He announced that he
will stand trial at the session of erim-
innl court. which opens mext Monday,

1t 18 amlleged that the revolver was
given to Edwards at least two weeks
n? by a friend from Philadelphis,
who vieited bim in the Ilerks County
Jail in the guise of an attorney.

This was Edwarde' seventh attempt
at jail-breaking in different parts of the
country, six times boing successful.

During the pistol fight the prison was
in an uproar. Prisoners yelled and beat
on the doors of their cells. *'Kil] bim,’*
some of the other prisoners shouted to
Edwards, -

The .B8-caliber revolver which Ed-
wards wans concealed under his
blouse, "'I'Il get you yet,”' he shouted
after Behoelkopf had wounded him.
